Save the skins from two or three 
oranges, those which have thick, soft 
skins are best. Remove all the fiber 
and cut the skins with a sharp knife, 
using a board. 
The English product 
is so attractive because it Is shred­ 
ded so fine. 
Put the skin on to cook 
in cold water and allow it to boil half 
an hour. 
Then change the water, 
starting again with' cold, repeat this 
two or three times until it has boiled 
in all about an hour and a half or un­ 
til tender. 
Then pour off the water, 
adding as much sugar as there is peel, 
just cover with water and let boil rap­ 
idly until all the sirup has boiled 
away. 
During the last five minutea 
it must be watched constantly, pour 
it out on a plate covered with granu­ 
lated sugar and toss it rapidly over 
and over until every bit is covercd 
with the sugar. 
Set away to cool, 
then put in tin boxes. 


Orange Fromage.—Strain the juice 
of five oranges and a lemon. Boil to­ 
gether one cup of sugar and one cup 
of water three minutes. 
Pour this 
over a tablespoonful of gelatin which 
has been softened in two tablesroon- 
fuls of cold water, stir until dissolved, 
then add the fruit juice. 
Put this 
in a two quart ice-cream brick. 
It 
should be nbout half* full. 
Whip a 
pint of cream until stiff, sweeten and 
flavor to taste. 
Fold a buttered pa­ 
per over the mold, put on the cover 
and pack in ice and salt for four 
hours. 
Tear off the paper that pro­ 
jects, and grease with sweet lard. This 
prevents the salt water from soaking 
into the frozen mixture.

of butter to a pound of the nuts, two 
ounces of sugar, a beaten egg and four 
ounces of flour; roll with the hands 
into little balls, dip in egg and crumbs 
and fry to a delicate brown in butter 
or oil. 


Preserved Chestnuts.—Roast or boll 
the nuts, shell and remove tho inner 
skin. Make a sirup of a pint of water 
and a pound of sugar, the juice of 
two lemons and the rind of one. 
When the sirup has boiled well, add a 
pint of blanched chestnuts, let p.im^ 
mer gently for half an hour or more, 
then seal up boiling hot in small jars. 
These are delicious served in sherbet 
glasses filled up with ice cream or 
sherbet. 
They are used over ice 
cream or lemon jelly, or may be put 
into a mixture of any gelatin jelly 
and served • with cream, 


Chestnut and Apple Dessert.—Boil 
a pound of chestnuts, remove the 
shells and -skins and boil again in a 
cupful of milk until soft enough to 
press through a sieve. Butter a mold 
well and line It thickly with sifted 
nut?, then add a layer of thick sifted 
apple sauce, sweetened and colored 
pink with currant jelly; then add an* 
other layer of nuts and one of apple« 
squeeze over a little lemon juice and 
bake in a moderate oven. Serve with 
v hipped cream.

Protection From Earthquakes. 


The problem of protecting against 


earthquakes in Italy is discussed in a 
recefil memoir by Prof. G. Agamen- 
none,^\vho points out that disasters 
from this cause are mainly due to 
faulty construction and bad location 
of buildings. It appears that after 
the greater earthquakes of recent 
times the authorities have formulated 
rules to insure proper reconstruction, 
but these have been disregarded on 
account of the expense entailed and 
because the danger of another earth- 
quake seemed remote. 
The author 


thinks the Italian government should 
establish a special ministry to control 
and systematize the work of mitigat- 
ing the results of earthquakes, vol- 
canic eruptions, flood and other anal- 
ogous disasters, and should provide 
state insurance against the losses due 
to these agencies.—Scientific Ameri- 
can.

Senegalese Had Frozen T6es Ampu­ 
tated Without Even a Groan—A King 
Albert Incident. 


Now York.—Strange stories keep com­ 
ing, from the battle front in Europe. 
Tragic tales of heroism and death are 
so numerous that only the most strik­ 
ing can ever be printed.

A correspondent of the London Dally 
Chronicle in Flanders telegraphs the 
following:

They would neither succor their 
tortured comrade nor let the British 
do it.

Finally a British noncom­ 
missioned oiiicer and one or two pri­ 
vates crawled to the fallen man at 
night and brought him in. 
For nine 
days he had lain there pierced by a 
bayonet from breast to back without 
food or drink. 
He was unconscious 
when rescued and died soon after­ 
ward. 
During his purgatory the gal­ 
lant man. unable even to crawl, had 
kept a diary, a record of physical and 
mental anguish borne like a noble gen­ 
tleman. 
On him was found a photo­ 
graph of his wife and two little chil­ 
dren. 


**A 
British officer translated 
the 
diary to onr men and with a catch in 
his voice held up the German officer 
as a hero to whom they should bow 
their heads in reverence. 
The diary 
was sent to headquarters and perhap* 
has by now found its. way with the 
picture to the widow of this man."

A Belgian soldier in northern France, 
slightly wounded, told a correspondent: 
“Tbe other day 1 saw our king. He 
was muddy and stained. 
An oiiicer 
with him wanted to remove the mud 
from his clothes. 


M ’No,* said King Albert; ‘let It stay. 
If my own land should cling thus to 
me let it stay, 
it is better so/ he 
laughed. 


“We all cheered him. 
He bade us 
take heart, as brighter days are "dawn­ 
ing." 


The Hardy Senegalese. 


Mrs. Harry Floyd, chicf commission­ 
er of the French wounded emergency 
fund, who has just returned to Lon­ 
don from a visit to French hospitals, 
tells of the suffering of the soldiers 
from

in 
the 
Belgian 
trenches. 
She says also many of the 
hospitals need anaesthetics, tetanus 
serum, surgical instruments end sur* 
geons. 


Mln one hospital I saw Senegalese 
operated on without anaesthetics," said 
Mrs. Floyd. “Their toes had been fro­ 
zen, and immediate amputation was 
necessary. 


“A1! the toes of one Senegalese were 
removed, and he did not even groan 
S jddenly he leaped from the operating 
table and began searching.

AMERICAN TRAINS 
DRITISHAVIATORS 


George Beatly Coaches Air 
Ken Who Go to the FronL 


Each Lesson Occupies Fifteen Minutes» 
and Instructor Sits In the Seat Deside 
tho 
Recruit — Practice Proceeds 
In 
Winds Up to Twenty Miles an Hour. 
Two Kinds of Machines Are Used. 


London.—If there Is one man more 
than another who has profited by the 
war that man is George W. Beatty, 
tho American aviator, who has estab­ 
lished a school of aviation at tho well 
known Hendon aerodrome. 


At the outbreak of hostilities the 
aerodrome underwent a complete meta­ 
morphosis. The exhibition llights wore 
abandoned and 'the place completely 
taken over by the British government 
—aeroplane, hangar and aerodrome. 
The exigencies of the war called for 
the construction of new aeroplanes and 
tuition of many pilots for tho royal 
fiylng wing. 
Needless to say. there 
were innumerable recruits clamoring 
to become proficient air men so us to 
render good service to their country 
in the matter of reconnoiterlng and 
in scouting work. 


Lieutenant Porte of the royal navy, 
who, as most Americans are aware, 
was previously busying himself with 
the preparation of a hydroaeroplane

with which he had hoped to cross the 
Atlantic, was appointed commander of 
the aerodrome, while Claude Grahame- 
Wbite was given a commission as flight 
lieutenant in the navy. 


The whole scene at Hendon was al­ 
tered. 
instead of walking about in 
civilian attire men were now to be seen 
In the uniform of the British navy, 
while a detachment of marines formed 
an encampment on the fringe of the 
great inclosure and carried out the du­ 
ties of safeguarding the numerous 
aeroplanes and their hangars. 
As has 
been the case in so many other depart­ 
ments of the state, a complete change 
took place in the appearance of this 
most iinfKMtant adjunct of British de­ 
fenses, and thus it came about that 
George Beatty came upon his great 
opportunity. 


Giuuame-White, finding Jt was nec­ 
essary to devote his first attention to 
the training of pupils for the navy di­ 
rect, hud to look elsewhere for a school 
where lay pupils could complete their 
flying apprenticeship. 
No better man 
could have been found than Beatty to 
take over this surplus from the Gra- 
hame-White school, and the aspirants 
were duly transferred to the Beatty 
school. 
Mr. Beatty was equal to the 
occasion and o.uite in Ills element. He 
at once took these students in hand 
and gave them some good practice ou 
the biplane, a machine with two pro­ 
pellers. 


The dual control of this type of ma­ 
chine renders the tuition of pupils ex­ 
ceptionally rapid and thorough. Each 
lesson occupies about fifteen minutes, 
and the student of aviation sits side by 
side with his tutor, keenly observing 
his every move. 
The various evolu­ 
tions In the manipulation of the ma­ 
chine are thus actually felt, as each 
movement by the pilot is accompanied 
by a corresponding motion on the pu­ 
pil’s side of the biplane, becomes trans­ 
ferred and hence necessarily enables 
the pupil to be In sensitive touch with 
the motional changes directed by hi.® 
master. 


Again, tho explanations and instruc­ 
tions are more readily conveycd than 
in the case o*‘ the average oiplane.

which the existence of her vast empire 
so greatly depends. 


The naming of Hussein as sultan ends 
the *i00*y ear-old connection between 
Turkey and Egypt. The new ruler is 
an uncle of the deposed khedivc, Abbas 
Hllml. who has made common cause 
with the enemies of the British empire. 


The Suez canal has been described 
as the most vulnerable point in the 
British empire. 
It is England's chief 
line of communication with Australia, 
with India and with other British de­ 
pendencies in tho east, not counting 
its value in the relations with Japan. 
Slightly less than 100 miles in length, 
the Suez caual is even more Important 
to Great Britain than is the Panama 
caual to the United States.

in 
grade to the grand vizier and the grand 
eunuch of the seraglio. 
The khedive 
has always been a Turkophile, pre­ 
ferring the porte to England, which bu 
has always hated. 


In addition to tills there has been 
a very considerable pro-Turkish ele­ 
ment in Egypt which, with the ruler, 
would have raised very serious objec­ 
tions to the use of the revenues of the 
nation to fortify the canal against the 
Turks, who, in all probability, would 
have construed such an action as a hos­ 
tile step. 


The porte has always insisted that 
the desert of Tih really belongs to 
Turkey and was not Included in the 
khediviate. In 1IXH5, on the occasion of 
a Bedouin uprising in the province of 
Sinai and the Tih desert, a British offi­ 
cial of the Egyptian government, was 
appointed commander and inspector of 
tho peninsula.

Our 
field butcher—the goulash gun, ao we 
call it—cannot come up to the battle 
line, -and so we must live on what 
we carry in our knapsacks. A heaVy 
black cigar will t^de you over for 
a day when there is nothing else to 
chew. 


“A few days ago w'e w*ere all long­ 
ing for some fresh meat. 
There was 
none for miles around. 
Suddenly a 
Bavarian detachment came aloug, with 
a whole drove of cattle. First they 
infused to let us have any, but after 
some bargaining they traded a fat 
steer for 50 cigarettes.

Salted codfish is a dish which, if 
nicely prenarod, is both appetizing and 


inexpensive. 
Soak 
the fish or half of 
one in water, rinse 
and d r a i n to re­ 
move the excess of 
salt, then place on 
a hot platter and 
pour over It a gen­ 
erous 
supply 
of 
drawn butter sauce. 
Garnish with 
parsley and serve with baked pota­ 
toes. 


Date Salad.—Arrange six dates from 
which the stones have been removed, 
star fashion on a lettuce leaf. Sprinkio 
with cream cheese, put through a 
ricer, add strips of red pepper and a 
tablespoonful of boiled or mayonnaise 
dressing. 


Rice Waffles.—Cook two tablespoon­ 
fuls of rice until soft 
When cool, add 
the yolks of two eggs and a half tea­ 
spoonful of salt. Add a scant pint of 
sweet milk and flour, wiiich has been 
sifted with a teaspoonful of baking 
\>owder. Lastly, add the beaten whites 
'jf two eggs. 
Cook on a hot waffle 
iron. 


Bean Salad.—Boil lima beans in 
salted 
water. 
When tender drain 
and chill. Place on shredded cabbage, 
cover with cooked dressing or may­ 
onnaise, sprinkle with minced parsley, 
chives or onion. Instead of the boiled 
lima beans, cold string beans may be 
used. 
Cover with spiced vinegar for 
an hour. 
Drain, chill and cover with 
French dressing, garnish with strips 
of canned red pepper. 


French Toast. — Cut sliced bread 
about one inch thick and remove the 
crust. 
Mix one cupful of milk, thick­ 
ened with one or two beaten eggs, sea­ 
son with salt and soak the toast, a 
piece at a time, and fry in hot fat. 


Banana 
Compote.—Cook 
together 
for ten minutes two-thirds of a cup of 
water and a cup of sugar; pour when 
cool over bainanas which have boen 
peeled and quartered. 
Add the juice 
of half a lemon and the grated rind, 
sprinkle with chopped almonds and 
serve with whipped cream.

Ham Salad.—Boil a slice of ham in 
water for half an hour, then cut 
in fine dice; mix with celery a few 
chopped' olives, using twice as much 
ham as celery, sprinkle with celery 
salt and serve with a good boiled 
dressing. 


Ham Pie.—Cut up ham and parboil, 
then add a few potatoes, two onions 
cut fine, season with pepper and salt, 
add a cream sauce and cover with a 
crust. 
Serve as chicken pie. 


Potted Chicken and Bacon.—Bake 
one chicken, half a cupful of butter, a 
bunch of herbs, a blade of mace, six 
ounces of bacon, pepper, salt and red 
pepper. 
Roast the chicken and while 
hot remove all the meat from the 
bones and chop it. Put the bones well 
broken into a saucepan, add three 
cupfuls of water, the herbs, mace and 
seasoning. 
Simmer gently for two 
hours. -Cook the bacon, >put chicken 
and bacon into a mortar and pound 
until smooth, add butter and a table- 
spopnful of the broth, press in jar 
and cover with melted butter, 


A slice of ham baked in milk, served 
with a dish of water cress as a salad, 
will be found a good combination. 


A slice of onion added to chicken 
when cooking for a pie or for a stew 
will be found to improve the flavor 
wonderfully. 


A pi6?*e of veal cooked with chicken 
absorbs the flavor and can bo used g-s 
creamed cjiicken or as a chicken salad 
to jncreas^ the bulk.

Formerly, 
when large bullets of soft lead were 
used, the soldier's lot was not a very 
happy one. These often broke up in- 
side the body, shattered bones, and 
frequently remained embedded in the 
muscles, bones and other parts. 


The result was slow-healing, fester- 


ing wounds which kept the soldier ill 
for a long time. The modern long 
slender bullet generally passes through 
the body without doing any vital in- 
jury. Even when it goes through the 
intestine, the stomach, the kidney, 
etc., the wound closes up without any 
very serious after-consequences. A 
good deal, however, depends on cir- 
cumstances. If the soldier's stomach 
is empty—as it generally is in a bat- 
tle—so much the .better for him when 
he gets a bullet through it. 


When he is tired and half starving, 


however, the shock is very great, and 
he may hecbme utterly helpless from a 
slight wound. A curious fact, difficult 
to explain, is that a bullet fired at a 
range of 300 to 600 yards has more 
penetrating po\ver than one fired at a 
range under or over that distance. 
In the former case it passes through 
the bone without doing very much 
damage; in the latter it shatters the 
bone aini makes recovery slow. A 
ricocheting bullet causes a very bad 
wound as a rule. Small as it is, if a 
bullet strikes a large bone, like the 
hip, if gives a blow like thatxof a 
crowbar. 


We are hearing a great deal about 


dum-dum bullets in this, as in all wars, 
-both parties making charges against 
one another. The probability is that 
neither side is using them. The bullet 
now in use consists of a core of lead 
covered with a hard nickel case.

dollars to get ready to fight one, anoth- 
er. None of them has had a. single- 
war with any of its neighbors doting 
that time. 


Just stop and think what $40,000,- 


000,000 means, writes Albert W. At- 
wood in the Saturday Evening Poet 
The farms of the United States are 
worth only $40.000,000,000. The total 
wealth of England is only about $60,- 
000,000,000. Forty billions is approxi- 
mately three times all the monejr in 
the world. Tet every dollar has been 
spent merely-getting ready for'a war 
that good people really thought would 
never come. It did come more swiftly, 
suddenly and murderously than the 
wildest jingo had conceived possible, 
and it is going to cost something, too 


Now, you can'tTraise $40,000,000,000 


without going after it hard. A great 
statesman, describing the tax collec- 
tors of Europe to the French chamber 
of deputies, said: 
"They have been 


obliged to resort to an intolerable es- 
pionage and B, degrading system of 
informers. 
They question caterers, 


neighbors, servants, children; they 
keep account of dinners that are 
given and tne cigars that are' offered 
to guests.'' 


There is no limit to the financial re- 


sources of a European power, because 
there is no form of wealth that is left 
intact. It may be only a little annoy- 
ing and mostly amusing to the Amer- 
ican tourist to have a quarter of a*" 
cent added to his hotel bill to help oui 
the government in whose boundaries 
he happen,0' to be. But there is nothing 
funny about'the burden of militarism 
to the very rich continental who in

-7-and perhaps be killed or wounded. 


Old Claim Against Kaiser.

plaintiff claimed to be the heir of 
Field Marshal von Muennich, and 
stated that in 1765 his ancestor sub- 
mitted a feud respecting some prop- 
erty to the .arbitration of Frederick 
the Great, depositing the sum df 
£46,800 as caution money. This .wan 
never returned to the field marshal, al- 
though the award went- in his favor, 
and with compound interest was cal- 
culated at about two million pounds 
when steps were taken to reclaim it. 
The legal representative of the fcals* 
er admitted that Frederick had re- 
tained the money, but, as the claim* 
ant was unable to show documentary 
evidence of his descent from Voii 
Muennich, the case did not go into 
court.

•‘There are Americans in the service 
from every part: of the United States 
and from every walk of life,” said 
Rader. 
“I think the most interesting 
of the whole lot that I met was Eu­ 
gene Jacob, whose wife is running his 
butcher shop in Pawtm ket, R. 1., while 
he lights for France. 
Both ho and his 
wife were burn in He!\ium, 


•‘Jacob is the most fervent German 
hater that I know of. 
Even d.¡ring the 
Christmas tn u e ho refused to lay Ills 
feelings aside, and just before we left 
our trenches to meet the Germans and 
exchange cigars and greetings he fixed 
his bayonet and declared that if we 
brought 
a single German into the 
trench he would kill him. And all day 
Christmas he sulked. 


F o u g h t, T h en Shook H ands. 


“Then, later, one day a German who 
was drunk wandered into our trenches 
and taunted us. but we respected his 
bravery and admired him. 
But not 
Jacob. 
lie and the German had a 
(laiuly fist fight in the trench, but aft­ 
erward they shook hands and became 
friends. Jacob told the camp If he had 
\yhined he would have killed him, but 
that he had found that lie was a man 
oven though he was a German. 


“Bartlett Donnell of Brooklyn was 
killed by a shell while I was near him. 
lie told mo that ho came to the war 
because his girl had told him to go 
out into the world and accomplish 
something. 
I don’t know who the girl 
was. but she lost the coolest, quietest 
and bravest man in the legion. 


“Another American is from St. Louis. 
John Street, an evangelist. 
lie grow 
very hopeful that a reconciliation was 
coming during the Christmas truce, 
when we smoked, walked arm in arm 
and played with the Gormans. 
The 
following day Street got out of his 
trench in the eary morning and waved 
his hand to a German friend In a 
trench fifty feet distant. A bullet went 
through his head and he dropped dead. 


MiccecI N egro Singer. 


“George *niard, a Galveston negro, 
was our cook and a fine one. 
ITe was 
the best singer for hundreds of feet on 
both lines of trenches, and the Ger­ 
mans loved his songs. Fie taught them 
to sing ‘Sailing Down Chesapeake Bay/ 
but one day a shell blew Ullard's 
trench to pieces and he was killed. 
Next day the Germans yelled to us to 
have George sing. When we (old 1h'»m 
that he was dead they yelled back that 
they were sorry, as all of the riflemen 
in the trenches had agreed not to shoot 
the cheerful »black man who sang so 
well.” 


Rader was mentioned in dispatches 
for destroying a straw stack Jn which 
four German machine guns had been 
hidden. 
Rader and two companions 
fastened beet leaves to a gunny sa«*k 
and, shielded by it, crawled to the 
straw stack through a beet field and 
set fire to it. 
For forty-seven days, 
Rader says, ho was in trenches filled 
with water and mud. 


SHOT, PILOT STUCK TO POST. 


Guided British Warship Under Fire In 
Suez Canal Though Wounded. 


Cairo.—A stirring little siory of quiet 
heroism displayed during the battle 
against the Turkish invaders the other 
day has been told here. 


The hero of the incident is a pilot 
named Carew. who was on board the 
warship Ilardinge. one of the vessels 
engaged on the canal helping to repel 
the Ottoman attack. 


The ship came under the heaviest 
fire, and Carew was severely wounded 
in the arm and leg. 
lie would not. 
however, leave his post, although suf­ 
fering terribly. “Bring me a chair and 
prop mo up.” he said to one of the 
crew. 
'*1 will see you through ” The 
gallant pilot is now in the hospital, 
where it was found necessary to am ­ 
putate his leg. 
Happily he is making 
wood progress, and his recovery is as- 
ju red. 


Doge Abandoned In London. 


London.—The war has caused an un­ 
precedented number of dogs to be 
abandoned* in London, although the 
penalty for such is a $100 tine or six 
months’ imprisonment.

Will Define Fairness. 


“The problems of modern industrial 
business are not simple," he contin­ 
ued. “Our modern industrial organism 
iuvolves one-sixth of the total wealth 
of the nation. It affects approximately 
one-tenth of our population directly. 
Its welfare and its prosperity, con­ 
sistent with the public interest, is a 
matter of first concern to government. 
One of the problems frequently alleged 
is uncertainty as to what the law pre­ 
scribes. 
This legislation attempts to 
relieve that situation by specific defini­ 
tion to make that clear which cannot 
be done. 


“In the course of time there will be 
available to the federal trade commis­ 
sion a large body of information, col­ 
lated, digested and interpreted, as to 
the whole field of industry of the coun­ 
try. 
This agency is also available in 
the public interest in investigations of 
the anti-trust laws. 


Advise Department of Justice. 


“This information and expert knowl­ 
edge are further made available by the 
law to the federal courts in the forma­ 
tion of dissolution decrees in trust 
rases, to the end that the public in­ 
terest may be conserved, in that dis­ 
interested economic and export knowl­ 
edge of industry as well as legal infor­ 
mation may bo available in such situa­ 
tions. 
By direct authorization of the 
law the trade commission may be call­ 
ed in by the department of justice to 
make recommendations as to the man­ 
ner in which corporations may read­ 
just their business so as to comply 
with the provisions of the law. 


“The greatest menace to the small 
business men or enterprises lies in un­ 
fair methods of competition employed 
by their larger rivals, who can with- 
Htand a campaign of price cutting or 
Hlmilar practice simply by reason of 
brute strength. 
These practices, if 
permitted, breed monopoly. 
If pre­ 
vented in their inception by govern­ 
ment agency there is a guarantee of a 
square deal to the smaller unit and an 
assurance that it will depend for its 
Mirvival upon j£s own eilieiency and 
rind justification* therein for its ex­ 
istence. 
The theory of this law finds 
no quarrel with bigness of enterprise. 
It simply provides that the rules of 
the road, based on fairness, shall be 
made clear and shall be enforced.1'

A letter written by the manufactur­ 
ers* association to President Wilson 
last December attracted nation-wide 
attention because of the forceful state 
ments it contained. The association 
called Mr. Wilson’s attention to the 
fact that the business depression il 
had predicted when the tariff bill was 
pending, was now a reality in Mont 
gomery county and that the industries 
which 
the 
association represented 
were suffering the natural effects ol 
foreign competition. 


This letter was a source of consid 
erale annoyance to the administration 
and it was finally decided to send a 
special agent from the department oi 
commerce to Montgomery county tc 
make an investigation. This special 
agent has now reported, and Seere 
iary Redfield contends that his find 
i 


*s fail absolutely to sustain 
the 
..♦tements made by th e association 
It is noted, however, that the report 
deals only with the direct effect ol 
the tariff law #on Montgomery countj 
industries. There is no mention of the 
possible indirect 
effects caused b> 
business stagnation in other lines. 


In his letter to President Wilson 
submitting the report, Secretary Red 
field concludes: 


“In view of the facts submitted re 
fspecting the negligible importations 
the injurious trade customs and the 
unintelligent 
competition in certain 
lines, it is evident that such of the 
manufacturers in this district as maj 
have suffered need rather careful at 
tention to business methods than the 
imposing of a tariff to sustain them 
while 
carrrying on business unde: 
conditions 
that are essentially un 
sound/* 


D. M. Barclay, agent of the bureau 
of foreign and domestic commerce 
made the investigation. None of the 
information was 
obtained from the 
hooks of the concerns belonging tc 
the 
Manufacturers* association, be 
cause they had not decided to oper 
them to confidential inspection.

data were gathered by interviews witl 
the manufacturers. 


Barclay visited thirty manufactur 
ing plants, all but twelve of which bo 
longed to the Manufacturers* asso 
elation. 


"Of the thirty concerns,** says Bar 
■clay, "fifteen admit that their busi 
ness could not be directly affected b> 
the tariff; twelve state that foreign 
made goods could come into direct 
competition with their products; threo 
refused any information. 


"Of the twelve firms which claim 
that they could be hurt by foreign 
competition, five produce low price 
seamless hosiery, five medium and lovi 
priced 
woolen cloth, one cottonade 
and cotton worsted and one manu 
facturing woolen and worsted carpet 
yarns and knitting yams."
